It is our understanding that in the case re: John Savastano, there 
was insufficient evidence to prosecute in Massachusetts , However, 
while there was sufficient evidence to prosecute in Maine, the 
parents have declined to pursue the matter out-of-state and hence 
this case is apparently "dead in the water". There has been no 
communication between the Council and Mr. Savastano since he was 
presented his letter and removed from registration. He has obviously 
not chosen to appeal . 

Steven Ward's case was dismissed by the District Court on February 
9, 1991 in order that he be arraigned before a Grand Jury. This 
was done and Mr. Ward has been indicted by the Grand Jury and awaits 
trial by the Superior Court of Bristol County, Massachusetts. 
Enclosed is the dismissal notice of the lower court. 

We will keep you informed as to further developments.

Eric Jaikes, legal counsel for the Moby Dick Council concurs based 
on BSA's Standards of Membership. Mr. Ward should be placed in the 
Ineligible Volunteer File and the appropriate documentation is 
enclosed. 

The letter regarding Mr. Ward's separation from the BSA was delivered 
by me, Mr. Everett Graviel (District Executive), and Mr. Eric. Jaikes, 
Council Board Member and Attorney on Tuesday, June 12, 1990 at 
10:07 a.m. at the Fall River Chamber of Commerce parking lot. Mr. 
Ward asked, "What's this all about?" and I simply replied that he 
did not meet the high standards of membership of the BSA and that 
his registration was being suspended pending an investigation. He 
wanted to return the check, but I did not accept it. He asked if 
this had anything to do with a woman being in a campsite on Saturday, 
June 9th and I told him it did not. I explained his right to appeal 
after which he quietly got into his truck and left. 

The chartered organization and key troop leadership have been 
contacted.
